G.S.R. 412(E).^ Tn exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts parts of refri¬ 
gerating appliances and machinery, intended to be used for the purpose spcciflcd hereafter 
in this notillcalion, and falling under sub-item (3) of Item No. 29 A of the First Schedule 
to the Central Excises aixf Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944) read with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue), No. 80/62- 
Central Excises, dated the 24th April, 1962 from so much of the duty of excise leviable 
on the paid parts as is in excess of twenty per cent ad valorem., subject to the following 
conditions, namely;— 

(i) the Collector of Central Excise is satisfied that the aforesaid parls are required 

for use in the manufacture of; 

(a) refrigerated vans, including wagons, for transport of perishables, food and 

dairy products; 

(b) ships, including frigates, where provision is mide for the preservation of 

perishable goods in transport; and 

(ii) the procedure specified in Chapter X of ttie Central Excise Rules, 1944, is 

followed.
